Been Due to Plot. 


SCOMS OF GIRLS AHONG THE DiAD 


Chester, Pa., April 10.—At least one hundred persons, mostly 
g:irls, were killed, and two hundred or more injured by an explosion 
toda;^ in the great munitions plant at Eddystone, Pa., near here, own- 
ed by the Russian g:ovemment. 


Nothing is known as to the cause of the explosion, though there 
is a suspicion that it was not due to an 


The explosion occurred soon after 10 o'clock in the pellet room of 
the building where about 100 girls were employed putting the finish- 
ing touches on shells. Jn a buildiug adjoining, approximately 30,000 
shells were stored. 


At the undertaking place of Coroner White there are eighty 
bodies, seventy-nine being those of girls. Thousands of girls were em- 
ployed at the plant, most of them coming from Philadelphia, ten miles 
away. They were attracted by the high wages paid. 
Havoc By Second Blast.

A second explosion demolished 
this building and scattered the 
shells in every direction. Immedi- j 
Hteiy calls wore sent for outside! 
aid, and physicians, firomen and j 
policemen from surrounding towns 
arrived in great numbers.

uous work the flames which burn- 
ed two hours were confined to 
these structures.

Prominent Lu^nberman and 
Banker Dies at the Age 
of 83 Years.

Following a brief Illness due to ure- 
mic 
poisoning, 
John Ferguson, vice 
president of tne Citizen's Trust com- 
pany and a pioneer lumberman 
of 
Indiana, died at his home, 721 West 
Berry 
street, 
Monday 
night 
at 
9 
o'clock. 
Death came at the advanced 
age of eighty-three years. 
He 
had 
been confined to his home only four 
days. 


Mr. Ferguson was born near Que- 
bec. Canada, .Tune 24, 1834, and was 
of Scotch-Irish descent. 
He resided 
on a farm until twenty years of age 
when he came to Fort Wayne. 
On 
November 19, 1861, he was united in 
marriage to Miss Eliza King, a native 
of Canada. 


The deceased began his successful 
business career shortly after coming 
to this city when he established a lum- 
ber mill at Ferguson Station and one 
in "Wells counts'. 
AVhile engaged in 
this business Mr. Ferguson made and 
filled numerous large contracts with 
the railroads in the country. 
In 1888 
lie returned to Fort Wayne and had

SUCCESS PERILS THE GERHAN LINES 


London, April 10.—(1:30 p. m.)—The British oflfeusive between 
Lens and St. Quentin with which the spring operations have been 
opened and which is still in progress has proved even more succeaiful' 
than the earlier accounts indicated. General Sir Douglas Haig today 
reports that yesterday's captures exceeded 9,000 men, while fiirty;. 
guns fell into the hands of his troops. 


The Canadians, who had one of the hardest bits of the front to 
contend'with, arc now lii^oniplete occupation of the famous Vimy 
ridge, even its eastern slopes having been cleared of Germans. 
The 
Canadians also have repulsed Gennan counter attaclcs.

he told some of the things he had seen 
on visits to the German prison camps 
in the capacity of official representa- 
tive of the British and Canadian gov- 
ez-nments. 


"I have seen small boys," said ^Ir. 
Gerard, "with German "sympathy and 
kindness 
march 
about 
the 
prison 
camps armed with bows and arrows 
and shoot ai-rows tipped with nails at 
the prisoners. 
At another camp I vis- 
ited they had trained German sheep 
dogs to bite the British and when the 
guards want' through the camp they 
took the trained dogs with them and 
it was seldom that they failed to bite 
British soldiers." 


The commandant of this camp was 
removed, after long delay, upon com- 
plaint of Mr. Gerard. 


"Another 
time 
there 
was

fever in a camp where Russiatis were 
interned. 
Saying that all 
the 
allies 
should 
stick 
together, 
the 
Germans 
placed English and French prLsoners 
with the Russians in the typhus camp, 
thus condemning numbers of them to 
certain death."

Gerard told how the inhabitants of a 
northern German town were impris- 
oned and held up to shame because 
they had given food and drink to a 
trainload of Canadian war j)risoners 
who were starving and half dead with 
thir.st.

The news of the successful opening' 
of the new British offensive has stirred 
high hope among the people.

A new chapter in the conflict on the 
western front li^s begun and whether 
or not it is to prove the beginning of a 
decisive battle, it is bound, according 
to the prevalent opinion here, to lead 
to results of tiie highest importance, v 
Vimy Ridge tlie Key. 


The 
main 
feature 
of 
the 
battle 
thus 
far, 
on 
which 
attention 
has 
been focussed is the capture of Vimy 
ridge. 
The immense value of this se- 
ries of heights %vhich dominate 
the 
plain from an elevation of 400 to 500 
feet, has been recognized throughout 
the war and great sacrifices have been 
regarded as justifiable if they resulted 
in its possession. 


The French 
and 
Germans fought 
fiercely 
for control of the ridge in th% 
summer of 1915, both sides suffering 
heavy losses, but in the end the Ger- 
mans held the main portion of the po- 
sition. 
Later the British took 
over 
the French line and were ousted by 
the Germans from the part of the ridge 
which had been won by their prede- 
cessors.

"They are admittedly the 
bastion 
of «the enemy's western line. 
What- 
ever else has been allowed to go, he 
held Vimy ridge with grim resolve and 
lavished upon it all the arts in foi-ti- 
fications 
and defensive skill that the 
war has taught him. 
Upon it hinges 
the whole strategy of the enemy's re- 
treat in the west. 
With Vimy 
firmly 
held iics can swing his line further 
south, slowly back, until each part of 
it reaches the position where he has a 
mind to stand and he can cover the 
Fi-ench industrial districts upon which 
he depends much for supplies. 
But 
with Vimy gone the defense of the dis- 
tricts can hardly be maintained. 
The 
pivot of the whole retreat shifts and 
gives backward and is in instant risk 
of fracture."

The issues 
depending upon British 
ability to hold the ridge are therefoi-e 
immense. 
At the moment 
there 
is 
nothing to suggest a doubt that the 
ridge will be held, but the battle is still 
fiercely ¿¡ontinuing and there is -little 
disposition here to indulge in confi- 
dent 
predictions. 
Nevertheless- the 
opinion is expressed that if the Ger- 
mans are definitely driven from the 
ridge without hope 
of 
re-attacking 
they are likely enough to be compelled 
to ackuowledge defeat and retire to 
what is called the Meuse line running;, 
from Verdun through Mesieres, Mau- 
beuge and Lille. 


In the meantime, the fighting goes on 
over a front of about fifty miles, rough- 
ly from Lens to St. Quentin, the core of 
attack being around the north of Ar- 
ras. 
As far as information

everything is well for the British and 
justify the sanguine 
hopes 
but the 
comments today generally include a 
warning not to allow the.se hopes to 
run too high. 
The enemy is known to 
have great reserves at hand and kn 
iron compulsion binds him to make 
every effort to avoid defeat.

pers warn the counti-y that it should 
await the event in a spirit of iober • 
expectation and that it is not the time 
for exuberant boastings.

A portion of the plant is burning 
and Are companies went to the scene 
from Philadelphia, Chester and other 
cities.

The fire, which was confined to the 
shrapnel loading building, in which it 
originated has been subdued.

The fir.st explosion originated in the

At 1 p. m. firemen, policemen and oth- 
ers were still dragging bodies from 
the wreckage.

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The Great Problem is Food 


The nation is at war. "With the coming of war to any nation there 
tise to confront it many problems. The most vital of these problems 
confronting this country is food. There are estimated to «be in this 
land twenty millions of men who can bear arms or in some other way 
render necessary military service. The nation is rich. Its wealth is 
said to be two hundred and fifty billions of dollars—^f you know 
what that means. A third of the world's knoA\Ti stock of gold is ac- 
cumulated here. There are no problems of men or of money. The gov- 
ernment can take every man that it needs. It can raise every dollar 
that it requires. It cannot compel the people to till the soil and pro- 
duce food for human beings and forage for animals. 


Food is the paramount necessity and there is a shortage of it— 
not only here, but throughout the world. The seriousness of the food 
situation may be better understood by attention to the tremendous 
energy that is behind the campaign to get the peoi)le of America to 
devote their efforts to the task of producing food. The governors of 
states, the mayors of cities, agencies that can be employed to fur- 
ther this campaign for food are being enlisted. It is one of the greatest 
of the war measures. In immediate importance it transcends enlist- 
ments of men, the issuing of war bonds and the levying of war taxes. 
Those things can be done by a few hundreds of men sitting in the leg- 
islative chambers iu Washington. More food can be produced only by 
the labor of millions of people all over the land. That is the reason 
Bo much energy is going into the work of organizing the country to 
till the soil, to plant more and to harvest more. 


If the needs of the country are to be met and the government is to 
be given complete support in the most vital of its necessities, there 
must be general enlistment in this phase of national defense. There 
must be enthusiasm and hard work. All the nation's resources of pro- 
duction—^human effort no less than available land—must be complete- 
ly mobilized or there surely will come a shortage of food that will 
cripple the nation in war. To deny the government this resource would 
^ I)e as grave a recreancy as to deny it levies of men and issues of money. 
Men who cannot bear arms or otherwise render military service 
»can do much to increase the country's general food crops this year and 
BO overcome the serious shortage of the wheat crop, here and all over 
«the world. It is not necessary to go to the front to render the devoted 
i service of patriotism to the government. Whatever will make the gov- 


1 ernment stronger, its defenses more secure and its victory more cer- 
*tain, that service is high and worthy and befits every citizen of this 


None of us can altogether escape some obligation of duty to 
"iwcer this service. It may seem a simple, prosaic and cheap way of 
; service, but every man and woman in the land should understand that 
2 this is not so. Millions of persons who, in normal times and under 
»wonted.conditions, would never think it worth while to cultivate a 
» bac^ard garden or a vacant lot or to put to tillage a foot of ground, 
»• can vastly add to the country's supplies of food by a little daily labor 
• that all T^ll be the better for doing, besides coming in this way sub- 
1 Btantially to the aid of their country. 
t 
It will be well if everybody shall become thoroughly impressed 
i w i t h t h e seriousness of the food situation. It is one of the govern- 
i m e n t ' s chief anxieties in this time that has brought the nation under 
f g r e a t stresses. The government and the civic defensive agencies know 
^ how littie food there really is in the land. They appreciate that it is 
¿a grave matter to be plunged into a war of which the ending nowhere 
•casts a shadow before. So it is that the earnest appeal goes to every- 
• body—to the people on the farms and to the people in the towns and 
•cities^to do what each can do to increase the nation's food stores.

The people's power Is exercised part- 
ly by the state government and partly 
by the national government. The thir- 
teen colonies first framed their state 
constitutions and worked together to 
win the revolution under the articles 
of confederation. 
They were separate 
independent states leagued 
together 
by a 
common 
bond 
of 
patriotism. 
When_the war 
was over the 
bond 
which "held the states together loosened 
and when there seemed to be danger 
of complete disunion representatives of 
the people of all the states got together 
and framed the national constitution, 
which brought a more perfect union 
by giving certain powers to the nation 
and reserving all other powers to the 
states. 


The will of the people of the country 
is expressed In the federal constitution 
and so far as it conflicts with the will 
of the people of any state It is supreme. 
A state may do anything which the 
federal constitution has not given to 
the nation or has not forbidden to the 
states. 


Hence when a state constitutional 
convention meets It may do anything 
Avhich is not a federal duty or %vhich is 
not expressly forbidden to the states by 
the federal constitution. 
Certain pow- 
ers have been considered by thfe people 
to be wrongful and therefore should 
not be exercised. 
Fearing that .some 
state might sometimes exercise such 
powers, the federal constitution ex- 
pressly forbade them to: 


1. Enter Into a treaty alliance or 
confederation. 


2. Coin money, emit bills of credit 
or make anything but gold and silver 
a legal tender In payment of debts. 


3. 
Pass any bill of attainder, by 
which the blood of a criminal Is at- 
tained, or pass ex post facto 
laws 
which are laws making a crime pun- 


ishable 
which 
was 
not 
punishable 
when committed, making the punish- 
ment heavier or conviction easier or to 
pass any laws interfering with 
the 
obligation of a contract. 


4. Grant titles of nobility. . 
5. 
Engage in war unless in dan- 
ger or keep troops or ships of war in 
time of peace without the consent of 
congress. 


6. Lay import or export duties with- 
out the consent of congress. 


7. Perform acts in conflict with any 
treaty made by the United States. 


8. 
Permit slavery except as a pun- 
ishment for crime. 


9. 
Deprive any citizen of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process of 
law. 


10. Discriminate against citizens of 
other states. 


Certain powers which were granted 
to the nation may not be exercised by 
the states after congress acts. 
The 
principal powers thus given to the na- 
tion and now beyond the power of the 
states are: 


1. Regulating interstate commerce. 
2. 
Naturalizing foreigners. 


3. 
Regulating bankruptcies. 


4. Granting copyrights, patents and 
trade marks. 


5. Establishing postoffices and post 
roads. 


Of course no state may interfere in 
any way with the federal authorities in 
the lawful execution of the powers of 
the nation. 


Many of these limitations upon the 
states are unimportant but some are 
for-reaching in their control over state 
action. 
The extent to which the pro- 
vision that no state may deprive any 
citizen of the United States of life, 
liberty or property without due pro- 
cess of law or abridge their privileges 
or immunities may interfere with state 
action may be seen from the fact that

in the United States supreme court 
caused by conflict of state laws and 
constitutions, 
with 
this 
provision. 
What constitutes taking life, liberty or 
property without due process of law? 
Every man has the right to have his 
day in court and if axiiy arbitrary pro- 
vision, is made which interferes with a 
man's rights and his property, life or 
liberty are taken without a fair trial, 
ho may appeal to the United 
States 
courts for protection under this pro- 
vision. 
So many provisions of law or 
acts of government interfere in more 
or less degree with people's property 
and 
liberty that innumerable 
cases 
arise. 
The strictest care needs to bo 
taken in framing state constitutions 
and law^ to insure a fair and impartial 
treatment of every man's I'ights. 


A second 
important 
limitation is 
that declaring that no law shall be 
passed impairing the obligation of any 
contract. 
Again there 
must 
bo the 
closest 
scrutiny 
of 
any 
provision 
whether of state law or constitution 
to see that there is no interference 
with agreements entered into between 
parties. 
A contract is considered a 
sacred thing so far as interference by 
government is concerned. 
When two 
men have entered into an agreement 
fairly, each is expected to fulflll his 
part and it is not considered right for 
any interference which will relieve one 
of his obligations or deprive another 
of his rights. 


The provision creates many 
cases 
for adjustment and framers of laws 
and constitutions must weigh tho ef- 
fects of acts upon existing contracts. 
Men may be prevented from entering 
into certain contract.s or special pro- 
visions; riiay regulate contracts to be 
made in the future but no regulation 
may change existing contracts which 
are fair except with the approval of 
the parties to the contract. 


In the case of ex post facto laws 
there Is also danger not only that laws 
will be passed punishing crimes com- 
mitted before tho act but also that 
provision will be made by which con- 
victions may be easier. 
In either case 
thero is danger of arbitrary action due 
to special excitement. 
In the lago of 
the people at a vicious crime tho legis- 
lature might enact laws to punish that 
crime too severely or to increase the 
punishment if the law could bo made 
to affect the immediate offender. Like- 
wise tho safeguaj-ds 
of 
the 
courts 
might be destroyed if to satisfy a mob 
frenzy a law should permit an easier 
method of conviction of a pei'son for 
a crime already committed. 


A matter of considerable difficulty 
to keep from running afoul of the fed- 
eral constitution is found in tho pro- 
vision prohibiting the state.s from levy- 
ing a tax on interstate commcrce. Tho 
states may inspect goods coming into 
the state but cannot chai'ge more than 
enough to pay the cost. 
A law of 
Maryland a few years ago placed a 
tax on oysters gathered for shipment. 
The tax was one cent a bushel which 
yielded a large revenue to the state. 
The I'aw was declared void by the Uni- 
ted States supremo court because the 
tax was more than the cost of inspec- 
tion.

This means, that if war comes to us, 
as war well may, our boys will have 
to go to war if the country needs them. 
We cannot help it. 
The fact remains. 
The fact remains further that if they 
were not liable for war, a relentless 
enemy flooding the land as the Ger- 
mans flooded Belgium, 
would 
iorco 
them into a defense of their lives. 


So that, whether or no, in case of 
war, our boys must fight. 


Now what those that advocate uni- 
versal military training want, and all 
they want is that when this fight shall 
come, our boys will be as prepared as 
possible to defend themselves, their 
homes, their mothers, 
their 
fathers. 
They want the boys of America to have 
a fair chance, and not be driven into 
battle unready, as were the boys of 


footj powerless to help himself or save 
himself, waiting only to be engulfed 
beneath its forces? 


If I were a mother, I should want 
my boy to have a fair chance to save 
himself, and to help others save them- 
selves. 
I should want to give my boy 
the means to 
protect 
himself, 
not 
leave him bound and helpless in the 
face of danger.

son. The greatest care must be taken 
to see that provisions affecting inter- 
state commerce do not put a tax great- 
er than the cost of inspection. 
Just 
where goods become a part of inter- 
state commerce is a difficult question 
and one which must 
be 
considered 
with close discrimination in every case. 


No attempts are now made by the 
states to coin money, or emit bills of 
credit, and little likelihood exists that 
any attempt will be made by any state 
to enter into confederations or treaties 
with other states 
or 
countries, 
but 
these provisions stand as safeguards 
of national 
credit 
and 
perpetuity. 
What has been said here Illustrates 
rather than defines tho scope of na- 
tional limitations over state action. All 
powers not expressly given to the na- 
tion are reserved to states or to the 
people. 
These reserved powers of the 
states constitute the great body of law 
which governs us. 
The states have a 
wide scope of action unfettered by the 
national constitution or laws made un- 
der it. 
Indeed to the average citizen 
the state's part in govei-^aa^il means 
far more than that of the watfon. 


It is with these matters that the 
state constitution and laws must deal 
but in the background always stands 
the federal power as a safeguard to 
life, liberty and property against ar- 
bitrary action by the states.

, The decisive battle of the war with 
England in 1812 was fought between 
the Constitution and the Guerriere, ih 
August, off Boston. 


Capt. Isaac HuU 
commanded 
the 
Constitution,

fame. 
Hull was 19 years of age when put in 
I charge of a ship in the United States 
I na^T- 
H e was born In 1775, and f r o m 
his early youth lived on the water. 


The w a r of 1812 had hardly begun 
when the meeting of the Constitution 
and the Guerriere decided it. 
Before 
the ships were within range, the Eng- 
lish frigate began firing broadsides a t 
Hull's vessel, -v^hile the guns of t h e 
Constitution remained silent. 


Lieut. Morris 
begged 
Capt. 
Hull 
three times to give the command 
to 
open fire, but Hull was silent until t h e 
Constitution 
was abreast 
the 
Guer- 
riere. 


Then Hull stooped low, Jumped up 
and shouted: 


"Now, boys, pour it into t h e m ! " 
The broadside was so terrific, a f t e r 
the crash of the first shot had died 
away, Hull exclaimed: 


"By God, t h a t vessel is ours!" 
It was. 
In a few minutes the main- 
m a s t fell and the Guerriere was left a 
mastless hulk, sinking fast. • The Con- 
stitution's actual work of destruction 
lasted thirty minutes. 


The effect of Hull's victory on the 
American people was marvelous. The 
Americans went into the war 
with 
more vigor t h a n ever and won 
the 
war on the spirit instilled in them by 
this victory.

ish minister of mtmitions. 
It creates 
machinery for a government depart- 
ment of munitions with its head a cab- 
inet minister if conduct of the war 
brings the need.

VAST BOOTY IS

With the British Armies in France, 
April 10.—(From a staff correspondent

blinding snow squalls with intermit- 
tent flashes of sunshine, the British 
pressed their attack against the Ger- 
mans today all along the line from a 
point south of Cambrai to the vicinity 
of Lens.

completed a n d a suit is expected to be 
filed shortly asking that the act be 
held unconstitutional.

ably. will be filed in time f o r those 
supporting it to obtain a 
decision 
f r o m t h e Indiana supreme court be- 
fore t h e election of delegates to t h e 
constitutional convention in Septem- 
ber. 


The suit will be filed in t h e Marion 
county courts, probably in one of the 
branches of the superior court, it w a s 
said, a n d a n appeal will be taken re- 
gardless of t h e decision of t h e county 
court. 


Attorneys 
w h o 
have 
interested 
themselves In t h e action said t h a t t h e 
suffrage act will be attacked upon a t 
least two points. 


Chief Objections Meet. 


The 
following allegations 
will be 
made, it is said: 


That t h e act is in violation of t h e 
state constitution, in t h a t it 
permits 
women to vote, when the constitution 
provides specifically t h a t suffrage shall 
be extended only to male citizens. 


T h a t it is invalid 
because It dis 
tinguishes 
between 
native-born a n d 
foreign-born women, excluding those 
born in a foreign country f r o m exer 
cising t h e right of franchise a n d per 
mitting native-born women to vote. 


Those w h o a r e f u r t h e r i n g t h e inter 
ests of t h e action pointed out t h a t t h e 
writers 
of t h e present 
constitution 
forestalled t h e passage of a 
w o m a n 
suffrage a c t by t h e legislature when, 
in fixing t h e qualifications of voters 
they blocked such a statute by m a k 
ing the following provision in Art. 


"In all elections not otherwise pro 
vided for in this constitution, 
every 
male citizen of t h e United States 
* 
shall be entitled to vote in t h e town- 
ship or precinct where h e m a y reside, 
• 
« * 


All Within Prohibition. 


In this connection It is pointed out 
t h a t t h e constitution expressly pro- 
hibits women f r o m voting, not only for 
constitutional offices, but f o r statutory 
offices, since it specifically states t h a t 
I n all elections n o t otherwise provid- 
ed f o r by this constitution.

It will be contended t h a t this refer- 
ence is a barrier preventing t h e legis- 
lature f r o m passing a n act permitting 
women to vote. 
I n this connection it 
is also said that, while equal suffrage 
advocates have contended t h a t t h e I n - 
diana statute is identical with the law 
of 
Illinois, 
where 
p a r t 
suffrage is 
granted to women, t h e constitution of 
Illinois is 'different, since it m a k e s no 
reference to elections "not otherwise 
provided f o r " by t h e constitution.

OF GIRLS AMONG THE DEAD 


Chester, Fa., April 10.—At least one hundred persons, mostly 


girls, were killed, and two hundred or more injured by an explosion 
today in the great munitions plant at Eddystone, Pa., near here, own- 
ed by the Russian government. 


Nothing is known as to the cause of the explosion, though there 


is a suspicion that it was not due to an accident. 


Tho explosion occurred soon after 10 o'clock in the pellet room of 


the building where about 100 girls were employed putting the finish- 
ing touches on shells. In a building adjoining, approximately 30,000 
shells were stored. 


At the •undertaking place of Coroner White there ars eighty 


bodies, seventy-nine being those of girls.; Thousands of girls were em- 
ployed at the plant, most of them coming from Philadelphia, ten miles 
away. They were attracted by the high wages paicl. 


Havoc By Second Blast. 


A second explosion demolished 


this building and scattered the 
shells in every direction. Immedi- 
ately calls were sent for outside 
aid, and physicians, firemen and 
policemen from surrounding towns 
arrived in great numbers. 
The 


buildings in which the explosions 
occurred caught fire and by stren- 
uous work the flames which burn- 
ed two hours were confined .to 
these structures. 


Meanwhile charred bodies were 


being pulled from the wreckage 
and injured persons were being 
picked up and taken to Chester, 
a mile away.

The Canadians, who had one of the hardest bite of the front to 


contend with, are now in complete occupation of the famous Vimy 
ridge, even-its'''eastern' slopes having been cleared of Germans. The 
Canadians also have repulsed German counter attacks. 


Severe Loss to Germans. 


These actions by the Germans 


indicate the importance they at- 
tach to this position whence the 
conquerors took down over the 
plain of Douni. With Vimy ridge 
gone, the whole German line cov- 
ering the French towns and indus- 
trial districts of the north becomes 
a wavering one and any leisurely 
retreat the Germans may have 
planned is made uncertain and 
precarious. 


With the capture of the famous ridge 


the British made a considerable stride 
along the road to Doual, while the cap- 
ture of the high ground northwest of 
St. Quentin tightens the chain which 
the Anglo-Krench forces are drawing 
around that town. 


A German diversion southeast of 


Yprcs, according to General Haig's re- 
port, met with no success. 


Fight Throughout Night. 


Correspondents at the front report 


that 
fighting

New York. April 10.—Charges of 


cruel treatment received by war pris- 
oners in Germany are confirmed by 
James W. Gerard. For the flrst time 
since his return from Germany, at the 
dinner ot the Canadian club last night, 
he told some of the things he had seen 
on visits to the German prison camps 
in the capacity of official representa- 
tive ot the British and Canadian gov- 
ernments. 


"I have seen small boys," said 31 r. 


Gerard, "with German sympathy and 
kindness march 
about 
the prison 


camps armed with bows and arrows 
and shoot arrows tipped with nails at 
the prisoners. At another camp I vis- 
ited they had trained German sheep 
dogs to bite the British and when the 
guards went through the camp they 
ook the trained dogs with them and 
t was seldom that they failed to bite 
British soldiers." 


The commandant of this camp was 


removed, after long delay, upon com- 


lalnt of Mr. Gerard. 
"Another time there was typhus 


fever in a camp where Russians were 
interned. 
Saying that all the allies 


should stick together, the Germans 
placed English and French prisoners 
with the Russians in the typhus camp, 
thus condemning numbers of them to 
certain death." 


As the climax to this story. Mr. 


Gerard told how the inhabitants of a 
northern German town were impris- 
oned and held up to shame because 
they had given food and drink to a 
trainload of Canadian war prisoners 
who were starving and half dead with 
thirst.

The nation is at war. "With the coming of war to any nation there 


tis« to confront it many problems. The most vital of these problems 
confronting this country is food. There arc estimated to be in this 
land twenty millions of men who can hear arms or in some other waj- 
render necessary military service. The nation is rich. Its wealth is 
said to be two hundred and fifty billions of dollars—if you know 
what that means. A third of the world's known stock of gold is ac- 
cumulated here. There are no problems of men or of money. The gov- 
ernment can take every man that it needs. It can raise every dollar 
that it requires. It cannot compel the people to till the soil and pro- 
duce food for human beings and forage for animals. 


Food is the paramount necessity and there is a shortage of it— 


not only here, but throughout the world. The seriousness of the food 
situation may be better understood by attention to the tremendous 
energy that is behind the campaign to get the people of America to 
devote their efforts to the task of producing food. The governors oC 
states, the mayors of cities, agencies that can be employed to fur- 
ther this campaign for food are being enlisted. It is one of the greatest 
of the war measures. In immediate importance it transcends enlist- 
ments of men, the issuing of war bonds and the levying of war taxes. 
Those things can be done by a few hundreds of men sitting in the leg- 
islative chambers in "Washington. More food can be produced only by 
the labor of millions of people all over the land-. That is the reason 
Bo much energy is going into the work of organizing the country to 
"till the soil, to plant more and to harvest more. 


If the needs of the country are to be met and the government is to 


be given complete support in the most vital of its necessities, there 
must be general enlistment in this phase of national defense. There 
jnust be enthusiasm and hard work. All the nation's resources of pro- 
duction—human effort no less than available land—must be complete- 
ly mobilized or there surely will come a shortage of food that will 
cripple the nation in war. To deny the government this resource would 
be as grave a recreancy as to deny it levies of men and issues of money. 


Men who cannot bear arms or othenvise render military service 


can do much to increase the country's general food crops this year and 
so overcome the serious shortage of the wheat crop, here and all over 
the world. It is not necessary to go to the front to render the devoted 
service of patriotism to the government. "Whatever will make the 
gov- 


ernment stronger, its defenses more secure and its victory more cer- 
tain, that service is high and worthy and befits every citizen of this 
Ssccufalic. None of us can altogether escape some obligation of duty to 
TwSGer this service. It may seem a simple, prosaic and cheap way of 
service, but every man and woman in the land should understand that 
this is not so. Millions of persons who, in normal times' and undei 
wonted conditions, would never think it worth while to cultivate a 
backyard garden or a vacant lot or to put to tillage a foot of ground 
can vastly add to the country's supplies of food by a little daily laboi 
that all will be the better for doing, besides coming in this way sub 
stantially to the aid of their country. 


It will be well if everybody shall become thoroughly impressed 


•with the seriousness of the food situation. It is one of the govern 
merit's chief anxieties in this time that has brought the nation under 
great stresses. The government and the civic defensive agencies know 
how little food there really is in the land. They appreciate that it i 
a grave matter to be plunged into a war of which the ending nowhen 
casts a shadow before. So it is that the earnest appeal goes to every 
body—to the people on the farms and to the people in the towns au 
cities—to do what each can do to increase the nation's food .stores.

MAKING A CONSTITUTION

The people's power Is exorcised part- 
by tho state government and partly 


y the national government. Tho thlr- 
een colonies first framed their state 
onstltutlons and worked together to 
In tho revolution under tho articles 
C confederation. They were separate 
ndcpendont states leagued together 
y a common bond of patriotism. 
Vhen tho war was over tho bond 
hlch held the states together loosened 
nd when there seemed to be clangor 
£ complete disunion representatives of 
he people of all tho states got together 
nd framed the national constitution, 
vhich brought a more perfect union 
y giving certain powers to tho nation 
nd reserving all other powers to tho 
tatcs. 


The will of the people of the country 


s expressed In tho federal constitution 
and so far as it conflicts with tho will 


if the people of any state it Is supreme. 
L state may do anything which thu 
cderal constitution has not given to 
he nation or has not forbidden to the 
tatca. 


Hence when a state constitutional 


convention meets It may do anything 


hlch is not a federal duty or which is 


not expressly forbidden to the states by 
he federal constitution. Certain pow- 
ers have been considered by the people 
o be wrongful and therefore should 
not be exercised. Fearing that some 
state might sometimes exercise such 
powers, the federal constitution 
>ressly forbade them to: 


1. Enter Into a treaty alliance or 


confederation. 


2. Coin money, emit bills of credit 


or make anything but gold and silver 
a. legal tender in payment of debts. 


3t Pass any bill of attainder, by 


which the blood of a criminal Is at- 
:alned, or pass ex post facto laws 
which are laws making a crime pun- 


Ishablo which was not punishable 
when committed, making tho punish- 
ment heavier or conviction easier or to 


;» any laws Interfering with tho, 


obligation of a contract. 


4. Grant titles of nobility. 
fi. Engage In war unless In dan- 


ger or keep troops or ships of war In 
time of peace without tho consant of 
congress. 


B. Lay Import or expert duties with- 


out tho consent of congress. 


7. Perform nets In conflict with any 


treaty made by tho United States. 


8. Permit slavery except as a pun- 


ishment for crime. 


9. Deprive any citizen of Hfo, lib- 


erty or property without duo process ol 
law. 


10. Discriminate against citizens of 


other states. 


Certain powers which were granted 


to the nation may not be exercised by 
the states after congress acts. 
The 


principal powers thus given to the na- 
tion and now beyond the power of the 
states are: 


1. Regulating Interstate commerce. 
2. Naturalizing foreigners. 
S. Regulating bankruptcies. 
4, Granting copyrights, patents and 


trade marks. 


B. Establishing postoffices and post 


roads. 


Of course no stato may interfere In 


any way with the federal authorities in 
the lawful execution of tho powers of 
the nation. 


Many of these limitations upon the 


states are unimportant but some are 
for-reaching in their control over state 
action. The extent to which the pro- 
vision that no state may deprive any 
citizen of tho United States of life, 
liberty or property without due pro- 
cess of law or abridge their privileges 
or immunities may Interfere wltrfstate 
action may be seen from the fact that 


thousands of cases have been decided 
in tho United States supreme court

AVhat constitutes taking Hfo, liberty or 
property without duo process of 
Every man has tho right to have his 
doy In court and If any arbitrary pro- 
vision is made which interferes with a 
man's rights and his property, Ufa or 
liberty are taken without a fair trial 
ho may appeal to the United States 
courts for protection under this pro- 
vision. So many provisions of law o 
acts of government Interfere in more 
or less degree with people's property 
and liberty that Innumerable canes 
arise. Tho strictest care needs to bo 
taken In framing stato constitutions 
and l.-iws to insure a fair and Impartial 
treatment of every man's rights.

not. 
War is thrust upon us; as sick- 


ness Is thrust upon us. And when it 
comes, all we have it In our power to 
do is to fight, as best we may, for our 
lives or for our health, as the case 
may be. 


It is |i fact not generally appreci- 


ated, but a fact nevertheless, that, ac- 
cording to the Constitution of the 
United States, all boys and men, from 
he ages of 18 to 46. are subject to mil- 
tary service In times of war. 


This means, that If war comes to us, 


as war well may, our boys will have 
,o go to war If the country neede them. 
We cannot help it. The fact remains. 
The fact remains further that if they 
were not liable for war, a relentless 
enemy flooding the land as the Ger- 
mans flooded Belgium, would force 
them into a defense of their lives. 


So that, whether or no, iu case of 


war, our boys must fight. 


Now what those that advocate uni- 


versal military training want, and all 
they want is that when this flght shall 
come, our boys will be as prepared as 
possible to defend themselves, their 
lomes, their mothers, their 
fathers. 


They want the boys of America, to have 
a fair chance, and not bo driven Into 
battle unready, as were the boys of 


been declared void for a similar rea- 
son. The greatest care must be taken 
to see that provisions affecting Inter- 
state commerce do not put a tax great- 
er tlian the cost of Inspection. Just 
where goods become a part of Inter- 
state commerce Is a difficult question 
and one which must be considered 
with close discrimination in every case. 


No attempts are now made by the 


states to coin money, or emit bills of 
credit, and little likelihood exists that 
any attempt will be made by any state 
to enter Into confederations or treaties 
with other states or countries, but 
these provisions stand as safeguards 
of national 
credit and 
perpetuity. 


What has been said here Illustrates 
rather than defines the scope of na- 
tional limitations over state action. AU 
powers not expressly given to the na- 
tion are reserved to states or to the 
people. These reserved powers of the 
states constitute the great body of law 
which governs u«. Tho states have a 
wide scope of action unfettered by tho 
national constitution or laws made un- 
der It Indeed to the .average citizen

You give your boy medical 
care and training to protect him 
against the scourge of sickness. If 
war comes, your boy will have to go 
anyway. 
The government of the 


United States will take him. Why 
then, should you hesitate to give him 
the knowledge and the training that 
will protect him against that greatest 
of all scourges, war?

Whether of stato law or constitution 
to see that thcro is no interference 
with agreements entered Into between 
parties. A contract. Is considered a 
sacred thing so far as Interference by 
government Is concerned. When two 
men have entered Into an agreement 
fairly, each is .expected to fulfill his 
part and it is not considered right for 
any interference which will relievo one 
of bis obligations or deprive another 
of his rights. 


The provision creates many cases 


for adjustment and framers ot laws 
and constitutions must weigh tho ef- 
fects of.acts upon' existing contracts. 
Men may bo prevented from entering 
Into certain contracts or special pro- 
visions; may regulate contracts to be 
made in the future but no regulation 
may change existing contracts which 
are fair except with the approval of 
the parties to the contract. 


In tho case of ex post facto laws 


there is also danger not only that laws 
will be passed punishing crimes com- 
mitted before the act but also that 
provision will be made by which con- 
victions may be easier. In cither case 
there is danger of arbitrary action due 
to special excitement. In tho rage of 
the people at a vicious crime tho legis- 
lature might enact laws to punish that 
crime too severely or to Increase tho 
punishment if the law could be made 
to affect the Immediate offender. Like- 
wise the safeguards of the 
courts 


might be destroyed if to' satisfy a mob 
frenzy a -law should permit an easier 
method ot conviction of a person for 
a crime already committed. 


A matter of considerable difficulty 


to keep from running afoul of the fed- 
eral constitution Is found in the pro- 
vision prohibiting tho states from levy- 
ing a tax on interstate commerce. Tho 
states may inspect goods coming into 
the state but cannot charge more than 
enough to pay the cost. 
A law of 


Maryland a few years ago placed a 
tax on oysters gathered for shipment. 
The tax was one cent a bushel which 
yielded a largo revenue to the state. 
The law was declared void by the Uni- 
ted States supremo court because the 
tax was morn than the oost of Inspec- 
tion.

NAVAL HEROES OF AMERICA 


Isaac Hull, Cool Headed Commander Assures United States Victory With One 


Crashing Broadside. 


(The second of a series of articles 


recounting the marvelous adventures 
of the six greatest commanders in the 
United States navy.) 


The decisive battle of the war with 


England in 1812 was fought between 
the Constitution and the Guerriere, In 
August, oft Boston. 


Capt. Isaac Hull commanded the 


Constitution, of revolutionary fame. 
Hull was 19 years of age when put in 
charge of a ship in the United States 
navy. He was born in 1775, and from 
his early youth lived on the water. 


The war of 1812 had hardly begun 


when the meeting of the Constitution 
and the Guerriere decided it. Before 
the ships were within range, the Eng- 
lish frigate began firing broadsides at 
Hull's vessel, while tne guns of the 
Constitution remained silent. 


Lieut. Morris begged Capt. Hull 


three times to give the command to 
openrfiro. but Hull was silent until the 
Constitution was abreast the Guer- 
riere. 


Then Hull stooped low, Jumped up 


and shouted: 


"Now. boys, pour it into them!" 
The broadside was so terrific, after 


the crash ot the first shot had died 
away» Hull exclaimed: 


"By God. that vessel is ours!" 
It was. In a few minutes the main- 


mast fell and the Guerriere was left a 
mastless hulk, sinking fast.

For this reason the board of county 


tommissioners were compelled to re- 
ject all bids after holding a meeting 
\rith the board 
of trustees 
of the 


tuberculosis hospital at 1:30 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon. It was stated at 
this time that the cost of construct- 
ing the hospital minus the fixtures 
•Tyuld come to over $65,000, accord- 
ing to the bids submitted Tuesday 
morning. 


Deferring of the construction of the 


hospital will therefore be necessary 
Until the prices of building material 
come down. This is possible, but it is 
believed that it will be several years 
before the disorder in these prices will 
disappear. Unless money can be se- 
cured from some other source this 
plan will have to be adhered to. 


John Suelzer. the contractor, was 


the lowest bidder for the construction 
of the main building and wings. His 
bid was $47.993. j. P. Martin and 
company's bid of $0.903.24 was tho 
lowest for the plumbing and water 
pipe lilting. 


Edmunds would have received the 


contr.-ict for the electric lighting sys- 
tem for $1.4IS. For the steam heat- 
inn tho lowest bid submitted was for 
$7.10« by Scnwcgmnn and Wltte.

Washington, 
April 10.—War be- 


tween the United States and Austria- 
Hungary seemed practically certain 
today following the break in diplomat- 
ic relations.

Giving Indiana Women 


Ballot Plan Suit. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 10.—It be- 


came known yesterday that plans for ] 
attacking the validity of the equal 
uffrage law passed by the general as- 
sembly last winter, have been virtually 
completed and a suit is expected to be 
lied shortly asking that the act be 
held unconstitutional. The suit prob- 
ibly will be filed in time for those 
supporting it to obtain a decision i 
from the Indiana supreme court be- 
'ore the election of delegates to the j 
constitutional convention in Septem- 
ber. 


The suit will be filed In the Marion 


county courts, probably In ono of the 
branches of the superior court, it was 
said, and an appeal will be taken re- 
gardless of the decision of the county 
court. 


Attorneys who 
have 
interested 


themselves in the action said that the 
suffrage act will be attacked upon at 
least two points, 


Chief Objections Meet. 


The following allegations will be 


made, it is said: 


That the act is in violation of the 


state constitution, in that it permits 
women to vote, when the constitution 
provides specifically that suffrage shall 
be extended only to male citizens. 


That it is invalid because it dis- 


tinguishes between native-born and 
foreign-born women, excluding those 
born In a foreign country from exer- 
cising the right of franchise and per- 
mitting native-born women to vote. 


Those who are furthering: the inter- j 


ests of the action pointed out that the i 
writers of the present constitution 
forestalled the passage of a -woman 
suffrage act by the legislature -when, 
in fixing the qualifications of voters, 
they blocked such a statute by mak- 
ing the following provision in Art. : 


Jn all elections not otherwise pro- 


vided for In this constitution, every 
male citizen of the United States • * 
shall be entitled to vote Jn the town- 
ship or precinct where he may reside. 
• • • 


All Within Prohibition. 


In this connection It Is pointed out 


that the constitution expressly 
pro- 


hibits women from voting, not only for 
constitutional offices, but for statutory 
offices, since It specifically states that, 
"In all elections not otherwise provid- 
ed for by this constitution. 
* • 
*" 


It will be contended that this refer- 


ence is a barrier preventing the legis- 
lature from passing an act permitting 
women to vote. In this connection It 
Is also said that, while equal suffrage 
advocates have contended that the In- 
diana statute Is Identical with the law 
of 
Illinois, where part suffrage is 


granted to women, the constitution of 
Illinois is different, since It makes no 
reference to elections "not otherwise 
provided for" by the constitution. 


It has been agreed by lawyers who 


have studied the suffrage act that its 
provisions are such that n. foreign- 
born woman must attain full citizen- 
ship before being permitted to vote, 
while a foreign-born man may exer- 
cise that right after merely declaring 
his intention to become a citizen. In 
that way the art. It Is alleged, mili- 
tates against a foreign-born woman in 
favor of a native-born, which, it is
